The mobile Blood Bank of the 
American Red Cross will be set 
up at the Sierra Madre Woman’s 
clubhouse on Friday, March 27, 
fur the collection of 100 pints of 
bloc-i which Sierra Madreans will 
give to save the lives of Ameri¬ 
ca's wounded fighting men. 

Once again Sierra Madre takes 
the lead in responding to humani¬ 
tarian work as it becomes the 
first city of anything like its size 
in Southern California to enlist 
100 volunteer blood donors. Regis¬ 
tration is still slightly under the 
quota but there is every indica¬ 
tion that it will be exceeded be¬ 
fore the specified date. 

Use of the clubhouse was se¬ 
cured by Dr. John L. Woehler, 
local chairmatn of the Blood Bank 
committee through the coopera¬ 
tion of the Woman’s Club which 
is giving use of its quarters 
without charge, and the British 
War Relief which is relinquish¬ 
ing a regular production day in 
favor of the Red Cross 

From 9 o’clock in the morning 
until 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
housewives, students and business 
and professional men and women, 
will make their donation with no 
physical discomfort or disturb-^ 
ance, enjoy a short rest and re¬ 
freshments at the canteen, and 
resume their daily routine. 

Ten professional members of 
the headquarters staff of the Red 
Cross Blood Bank will be in com¬ 
plete charge, assisted by ten or 
more volunteer workers who are 
now being organized by Mrs. R. 

E. Wright, member of the local 
Blood Bank committee. 

Donors who have already regis¬ 
tered are asked to .stop in again 
at Red Cross heeulquarters and 
fill out regulation uards, specify¬ 
ing the hour which will be most 
convenient for them. This w'ill 
eliminate delays and a general 
rush at any hour.

"There can no longer be any doubt about our being in a danger 
area and the emergency we all devoutly pray will be avoided may 
come at any time," said McGill. "We should know by now that t!)>> 
danger is vet^ great.

Temperature Drops

Starting with a pessimistic note 
in his lecture at the Sierra 
Madre Woman's Club meeting 
yesterday morning. Dr. Robert 
Pettingill, professor of Economics 
at U.S.C., speaking on the sub¬ 
ject of "Defense and the Eco¬ 
nomic Aspects in Shaping De¬ 
mocracy’s Destiny,’’ stated that 
after this war there will be less 
chance for democricy than b<f- 
fore 

Explaining this statement Dr. 
Pettingill said: "We will go back 
to our Constitij^ion which reads 
in part, ‘No man shall be de 
prived of life or property without 
due process of law.' We are 
right now being deprived of some 
of our pre^erty through higher 
prices. We recently heard our 
president speaking on the danger 
of inflation, a problem which 
faces all of us. The day following 
his talk we listened to Leon Hen¬ 
derson who told us that prices on 
commodities were up 65 percent 
over what they were at the be¬ 
ginning of the war. Wholesale 
prices have gone up 25 percent; 
retail 20 percent, and cost of liv¬ 
ing 10 or 12 percent. If whole¬ 
sale prices go any higher, retail 
prices will, naturally follow and 
when that happens It will menace 
democracy in that it will hit hard¬ 
est those of us in the middle in¬ 
come group. 

"Since 1939 our prices have 
ri.sen as high as England’s and 
Canada’s, even though we weren’t 
in the war. I am afraid we are

An opportunity for all Ameri¬ 
cans to Increase their personal 
morale through learning that the 
secret of life Is "not in doing 
what one likes to do, but in liking 
what one has to do" was defined 
as one of the major spiritual bene¬ 
fits which will come to civilians 
through the present world crisis. 
The speaker was Rev. Wesley 
Nicholson, pastor of the Neigh- 
hood Church of Pasadena, guest 
speaker at an inter-club luncheon i 
meeting of Sierra Madre and 
South Pasadena Kiwanians held 
Tuesday at Wistaria Vine Gar¬ 
dens. 

American war time civilians 
were classified into two distinct 
groups by Rev. Nicholson. “There 
are those of us who afe deter¬ 
mined to go through this crisis by 
packing out lives with gaiety, fri¬ 
volity and fun in an attempt (b 
escape completely the ugly mo¬ 
ments of the hour," he said. 
“Then there are those who will 
work through the crisis by de¬ 
veloping a philosophy which will 
meet it. They will have calmness, 
courage, be forward-looking and 
smiling, and I believe that out of 
this crisis will come something 
which many of us need, that 
friendliness for our neighbor 
which has been almost enUrely 
lacking from modem urban so¬ 
ciety." 

Looking into the day to day 
lives of American civilians in a 
naUon at war Mr. Nicholson for- 
sees a broadening and strength¬ 
ening of community living which 
will gradually replace the fever- 
i.sh moving about of the last de¬ 
cade, as transportation becomes 
more restricted. 

Mr. Nicholson said Americans j 
have never learned to control 
their moods, that they have been 
the slaves of circumstances, but 
that now the people of this coun-

struck Germany, Austria and Rus¬ 
sia when they allowed inflation to 
ruin their economic standards. 
Their middle classes were com¬ 
pletely wiped out. We may not 
find the entire wiping out of this 
middle class, but I feel that it 
will lose much of its importance. 
We are already feeling this to 
some extent in the closing down 
of so many of our smaller busi¬ 
nesses.” 

In discussing the lifted ceiling 
on the National debt limit from 
65 billion to 125 billions dollars or 
one-third of the National wealth, 
Dr. Pettingill said it would not 
surprise him to find that in the 
future the ceiling would be raised 
to 250 billion. 

"As an economist," he said. "1 
feel it would be wise to take 
away the purchasing power of the 
people whose spending causes in¬ 
flation— by levying even heavier 
taxes at the source of income. 'The 
more taxes we pay the less 
danger there will be of our spend¬ 
ing power sending prices up. The 
government needs material and 
labor and by buying, certain 
things we take those vital factors 
away from our government." 

"To get back to democracy’s 
destiny,” continued Dr. Pettingill, 
"I believe that the destiny of our 
democracy is tied up not alone 
with this country but with all the 
democracies of the world. We 
must have as many democratic 
countries as possible to reinforce 
our own. That means that in the 
post-war world we must build 
our belief everywhere in order to 
keep the foundations here. We 
must remember to ‘do unto others 
as you would have them do unto 
you,’ not 'do unto others as you 
have been done by.’ The process 
of democracy demands that we 
work together as brothers, and 
remember that now above all 
other things we must tighten our 
belts and have wisdom, courage 
and strength.”

SIERRA MADREANS DEVOTION 
TO A FRIEND PLACED HIM 
IN SHADOW OF U. S. PRISON 


Another Chapter Told In 
Association Of Homer Lea 
And A. E. O’Banton 


Resurfacing Of 
Main Stem Starts 

Resurfacing of West Sierra 
Madre blVd. between MIchlllinda 
blvd. and Auburn avenue, finally 
got under way Monday, but was 
halted by the rain yesterday when 
the new surface had been laid on 
the south side of the thoroughfare 
from MIchlllinda to Lima street. 


A friendship of supreme devo¬ 
tion which placed a Sierra Mad- 
rean in the shadow of federal 
prison walla when at the cost of 
his own freedom he upheld a 
pledge of secrecy, was revealed 
this week as Clare Boothe’s sec¬ 
ond and concluding article on the 
life of Homer Lea appeared In 
the Saturday Evening Post. 

Miss Boothe mentioned A, E. 
O'Banion in the first half of her 
story last week, and in this Is¬ 
sue gives further details of his 
devotion to Homer Lea, small de¬ 
formed military genius oq whose 
predictions the attention of many 
nations la now focused. 

O’Banion had been Lea’s right 
hand maa during the prelude to 
the Chinese revolution. He drilled 
Chinese-American regiments and 
received the tribute of Lea who 
declared that he could "drill a 
troop or a tooth with equal ef¬ 
ficiency." 

His task completed, O’Banion 
became buyer for a Los Angeles 
sporting goods house and Lea re¬ 
turned to China. 

However Chinese had been 
smuggled Into California. O’Ban¬ 
ion was known to have drilled 
Chinese for military service and 
there were men who were willing 
to testify that he was partly re¬ 
sponsible, hut at no time did fft 
forget his friendship for Lea. 
Throughout a lotig and tedious 


trial, when he maintained bis in 
nocence, and maintained alsi 
that the testimony given agains 
him was false, he refrained fron 
involving any <rf the Chinese revo 
lutionists in his defense. 

Yesterday Miss Booth’s artich 
stated that he went to the penl 
tenUary for smuggling Chines* 
into this country.

Seeds are not too plentiful, an I 
' should not be wasted, warned Mr. 
Harvey, who also advised that 
"God and the California sunshine 
will not make your vegetable 
garden a success without assist¬ 
ance.” 

Following his talk on vege- 
atble growing, Mr. Moss spoke at 
length on perennials and their 
culture, cautioning against the 
widespread use of overhead water- 
ig and recommended instead deep 
irrigation for greater garden suc¬ 
cess.

Uncle Sam has a few more 
white whiskers in his beard this 
week from watching the way peo¬ 
ple juggle their money around in 
buying defense stamps and bonds. 
And we can’t say we blame him. 
Here he’d pinned his hopes on 
knocking the prosp out from 
under any inflationary boom by 
drawing some of the nation’s cur¬ 
rent income into defense bond 
purchases. And what happens ? 
Quite well-meaning, patriotic peo¬ 
ple have raided their savings ac¬ 
counts for the wherewithal to 
purchase bonds, and sent their 
current Income flying to the four 
winds. They totally forget that 
banks are playing an indispen- 
sible role In the war effort; that 
the dollars in their savings ac¬ 
counts are working for Uncle Sam 
and making defen.se loans pos¬ 
sible; that such withdrawals 
simply cancel out positive help to 
war production or against infla¬ 
tion. Nor is this all. Can you 
blame Uncle Sam for wondering 
about those people who buy a 
flock of savings stamps and then, 
instead of exchanging them for a 
bond, walk up to the postoffice 
window and ask for cash ? In 
Cleveland, O., for instance, nearly 
$300,000 in such stamps was re¬ 
deemed in January.
